States government, if a bill introduced 
by Senator Bard, of California, be­ 
com es a law', says the W ashington 
correspondent 
of 
the 
New York 
World. 
This bill offers $150,000 in 
prizes, one of $100,000 and the other 
of $50,000, for the discovery of the 
physical basis of meteorology. 
Even govOTnment weather experts 
admit that they do not know what 
causes the weather. 
They can tell 
w’ith some accuracy what the weather 
w ill be for 24 hours, because they can 
find out certain 
thing s 
about the 
w eather conditions surrounding points 
for which predictions are made, but 
they can’t say what is going to happen» 
next. 
There are scientists in W ashington 
who believe that there is a fixed basis 
of the weather, and that, once this 
basis is discovered, it will be possible, 
say on April 1, to predict exactly what 
the weather will be for every day 
that month, including rainfall, tem- 
peratur% and all other thing s neces­ 
sary to be known for the benefit of 
agriculture, horticulture or commerce. 
These scientists have consulted with 
Senator Bard, and the result is this 
bill, which provides that the presi­ 
dent shall appoint three men as a 
board of meteorology, to be selected 
from expert m eteorolog ists nominated 
from Yale, Harvard, J ohn Hopkins, 
Leland Stanford and Chicago univer­ 
sities. 
The board will conduct the contest 
for the prizes. 
The prize of $100,000 
will go to the person who produces 
the best results as to temperature, 
which shall include the discovery of 
the physical basis of meteorology and 
the best system of forecasting tem ­ 
perature. 
The prize of $§ 0,000 will 
go to the best discovery in predict­ 
ing rainfall. 
This is not to be a g uessing match, 
because each contestant must select 
three different localities of varying 
clim ates and predict the exact weather 
that will visit these three localities 
every day, making his predictions for 
50 days in advance and keeping them
